pensably requiring good treatment. And yet 
they may prove better adapted to some soils 
than trees on common stocks. Dwarl pears 
have in various instances withstood the severity 
of winter, or made fue growth, in localities 
where trees on pear stocks have perished or not 
flourished. Lindley tound that in the chalky 
soil at Rouen, the cherry stock was languid and 
sickly, while it was healthy and vigorous on the 
Mahaleb stocks, Would not this stock be 
worthy of trial im those portions of the Western 
States where the cherry bas proved so dificult 
of culture !— Albany Cultivator. 


Coas om rus Esa.—E. J. Holmes, Eeq., of 
Kingston, has measured and weighed some of 
bis corn to determize how much it sbrinks in 
drying. in October, 1451, be selected 100 Iba. 
of corn, weighed in the car. He shelled it 
Mareb 2, 1562. The corn weighed sixty-five 
pounds and two ounees_the cobs eleven pounds 
and eleven ounces making 76 pounds aad 13 
ounces shrinking 23 pounds and 3 ounces. 

The shelled corn measured one bushel and 3 
pints. 

Thus we see that instoad of calling 75 pounds 
of wars of corn a bushel, we should come nearer 
the mark by calling 100 pounds a bushel.
